When  the  clinic  opened  in  1953  thirteen  children  were  being  treated.  Today  the  clinic 
is  diagnosing  and  treating  well  over  200  speech  and  hearing  handicapped  children  and 
adults  each  week.  In  addition  to  this  number,  they  are  seeing  about  500  children  in  the 
public  schools  where  Emerson  students  in  Speech  Therapy  go  for  a  part  of  their  practice 
teaching. 

Although  our  primary  function  is  buying  equipment  for  the  clinic,  we  felt  we  would 
like  to  be  committed  to  a  scholarship  for  a  worthy  student,  who  would  not  otherwise  be 
able  to  become  a  Speech  Therapist.  For  this  reason,  in  the  Spring  of  1964  we  established 
the  Joy  E.  McKinley  Scholarship  Fund  of  $500.00,  to  be  awarded  annually.

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THE  LEGACY  OF  COLE  PORTER 

By  Lawrence  W.  Fineberg 


Today  the  musical  theatre  is  concerned  with  serious  themes.  The 
books  for  musicals  are  written  with  integration  in  mind  —  everything 
must  mesh  into  the  overall  whole.  When  this  formula  works,  as  in  "West 
Side  Story"  or  "Cabaret,"  the  results  can  be  exciting  and  thrilling  thea¬ 
tre,  both  dramatically  and  musically.  Too  often  though,  the  songs  must 
be  so  closely  integrated  into  the  story  that  they  never  stand  alone.  They 
work  well  in  their  narrow  context,  but  in  most  cases  cannot  be  sung  be¬ 
yond  the  confines  of  the  show.  And  ultimately,  the  test  of  a  fine  score 
is  its  popularity  and  subsequent  longevity.  "Anything  Goes"  is  a  peren¬ 
nial  favorite  because  of  its  score.  The  original  plot  dealt  with  the  effects 
of  a  shipwreck  on  the  characters,  but  when  a  real  maritime  disaster  oc- 
cured  just  as  the  show  was  about  to  go  into  rehearsal,  revisions  became 
necessary.  Howard  Lindsay  and  Russell  Crouse,  the  new  librettists, 
shrewdly  centered  their  plot  around  Cole  Porter's  songs,  making  the 
music  the  important  thing  in  "Anything  Goes."  At  least  ten  of  the 
original  numbers  remain  favorites  today.  The  music  in  part  accounts  for 
this,  but  the  lyrics  too  remain  snappy  and  pertinent,  and  have  dated  far 
less  than  one  might  expect  since  they  were  written  over  thirty  years  ago. 
When  Porter  was  alive  his  detractors  said  that  he  was  a  self-indulgent 
writer  sacrificing  character  and  plot  for  his  next  "bon  mot,"  or  witty  turn 
of  phrase.  Certainly  his  lyrics  do  not  lack  wit,  but  they  also  contain  a 
rather  remarkable  mixture  of  distinctiveness  of  mood,  character,  and 
situation.  Take  the  song  "I  Get  A  Kick  Out  of  You."  It  is  a  love  song 
sung  by  Reno  Sweeney,  the  heroine.  It  would  have  been  simple  for  a  man 
of  Porter's  abilities  to  write  simply  that  —  a  love  song.  But  instead,  the 
lyrics  reveal  a  great  deal  about  Reno,  and  we  see  that  this  exuberant  and 
boisterous  woman  has  another  side  —  a  rather  wistful  and  melancholy 
one.  As  such,  it  makes  her  love  more  real  for  us,  and  makes  her  more 
interesting  as  a  person.  The  lyrics  give  her  dimension.  In  "Take  Me 
Back  To  Manhattan,"  we  have  a  song  in  praise  of  New  York  City.  Now 
thousands  of  songs  have  been  written  about  that.  Perhaps  this  one  sur¬ 
vives  because  Porter's  love  for  Manhattan  is  not  entirely  oblivious  to  its 
shortcomings  "that  dear  old  dirty  town." 

And  so  it  goes.  In  all  his  songs  you  find  more  than  the  requisite 
doling  out  of  rhymes.  Everywhere  there  are  evidences  of  concentrated 
thought  and  effort  that  will  not  settle  for  the  first  thing  that  comes  to 
mind.  This  special  kind  of  magic  is  Cole  Porter's  legacy  to  the  musical 
theatre.  It  has  brought  excitement  and  happiness  to  theatregoers  every¬ 
where,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for  a  very  long  time  to  come.

Emerson  rehearsal

On  Saturday  afternoon,  I  was 
escorted  into  the  small  Emer¬ 
son  College  theatre  where  the 
cast  of  the  1934  Cole  Porter 
hit  “Anything  Goes”  was  set  for 
the  second  rehearsal  run- 
through  of  the  day.  As  I  took 
my  place  on  a  raised  platform, 
dead  center,  not  two  feet  from 
where  the  Wheelock  Theatre 
stage  would  end  when  the  com¬ 
pany  moved  to  the  Riverway, 
the  stage  manager  gave  the 
house  to  half,  and  house  out 
cues;  and  the  rehearsal  orche¬ 
stra  (a  single  piano)  struck  up 
the  prologue  “Bon  Voyage.” 

No  scenery,  no  costumes,  no 
make-up,  no  accoutrements 
were  provided  to  create  the  il¬ 
lusion  or  to  hide  behind.  The 
only  thing  the  53-member  cast 
had  to  show  were  their  own 
talents  and  enthusiasm,  and  that 
they  did. 

The  entire  action  of  the  musi¬ 
cal  takes  place  aboard  the  lux¬ 
ury  liner  S.S.  American  during 
a  cruise  to  Europe  in  the  mid¬ 
thirties.  The  plot,  which  deads 
with  love  on  the  high  seas  is 
typical  and  trivial,  but  pro¬ 
vides  an  abundant  assortment 
of  curious  characters.  Among 
these  are  Hope  Harcourt  and 
Billy  Crocker,  tried  and  true 
male  and  female  ingenues,  Reno 
Sweeny,  a  sexy  evangelist  turn¬ 
ed  night  club  performer,  Moon, 
a  gentle  gangster  with  a  disap¬ 
pointing  rating  as  Public  Enemy 
No.  13  and  his  moll  Bonnie,  as 
well  as  a  stereotyped  stuffed 
shirt  Englishman,  Sir  Evelyn 
Oakleigh.  But  it’s  not  the  book 
that  makes  “Anything  Goes”  a 
great  musical;  it’s  the  fabulous

And  a  group  of  talented  per¬ 
formers  expertly  directed  and 
choreographed  with  great  ’30’s 
flair  by  Leonidas  A.  Nickole  and 
Albert  Pesso  respectively  makes 
the  Emerson  production  equally 
outstanding. 

When  I  entered  the  rehearsal 
performance  I  was  expecting  to 
make  allowances  for  the  unfini¬ 
shed  state  of  production.  When  I 
left,  I  mused  that  if  half  the 
“finished”  productions  I’ve  seen 
this  year  were  in  as  good  a 
shape  as  this  rehearsal,  I 
wouldn’t  have  had  to  spend  so 
much  of  my  time  pondering  why 
they  weren’t. 

Comparison  between  this 
show  and  the  season’s  Broad¬ 
way  musicals  was  inevitable;  the 
results  should  (but  never  would) 
make  David  Merrick  hang  his 
head  in  shame.  The  entire  com¬ 
pany  of  “Anything  Goes”  led  by 
the  exceptional  abilities  of  Ad¬ 
rienne  Reiss  as  Hope,  Diane 
Vagramian  as  Reno,  Stephen 
Rosenthal  as  Moon  and  Judy 
Johnson  (already  a  favorite 
from  ‘The  Inquest”)  as  Bonnie, 
perform  on  a  professional  level. 
The  dancers  really  dance  and 
the  singers  really  sing — some¬ 
thing  that  isn’t  often  true  in  a 
college  musical.  From  a  soft 
solo  love  song  to  a  rousing  pro¬ 
duction  number  “Anything 
Goes”  goes  pro.
